THROUGHOUT THE STATE.

M E M O R I1L DAY. 
It w as G enerally O bserved Y esterday 
T hron gho ut th e Coast. 
Sa n F rancisco. May 30th.—The Memo­ 
rial Day parade has come and gone, and 
although to-day’a parade was smaller in 
numberj than many which have preceded 
it, in point of attractiveness it yielded the 
palm to none. 
Market street was not nearly so crowded 
as is usually the case on a holiday. The 
attractions of the country and pleasure re­ 
sorts in the suburbs were evidently too 
strong tor those who were not obliged to 
work. Many establishments, however, re­ 
mained open, particularly retail places, 
and transacted business as usual. 
There were a good many people on 
Golden Gate avenue, however. The side­ 
walks were lined and all the windows of 
the residences were filled with viewers of 
the procession. Nearly everybody had a 
bunch of flowers of some sort" 
Owing to the warm weather most of the 
ladies were dressed in light eo3tumes, which 
added to the gayety of the scene. 
General Cutting and staff headed the 
militia, which turned out very strong, with 
the exception ot the Third Regiment. 
Governor Waterman occupied a barouche 
in front of Lincoln Post. 
The procession was about forty-five min­ 
utes in passing, and as there were never 
less than eight abreast, it must have con­ 
tained in the neighborhood of 4,000 men. 
After the procession had reached the 
cemetery, minute guns were fired by a 
platoon of Light Battery K of the First 
Artillery. 
Following this was a dirge 
played by the United States Artillery Band. 
Itev. G. W. Izer then delivered a praver, 
which was followed by Post Department 
Commander E. S. Salomon, President of 
the Day, who delivered a brilliant oration. 
AT OAKLAND. 
The observance of Memorial Day in Oak­ 
land was under the auspices of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, Veterans of the 
Union and organizations of Ladies’ Auxil­ 
iary. The parade took place at 11 o’clock, 
in which Lyon and Appomattox Posts and 
Relief Corps, the Sons of Veterans, Com­ 
pany A of the Fifth Infantry, the Temper­ 
ance Cadets and Turn Verein took part. 
The Veteran Guard, in command of Joseph 
Knowlton, Jr., was a feature of the parade. 
The column was in command of E. K. 
Russell, Grand Marshal. 
At Sixteenth 
street the procession broke ranks and the 
Grand Army organizations and military 
continued to the cemetery, where a salute 
was fired at the soldiers’ plot and the 
graves strewn with flowers. Rev. F. A. 
Horton delivered an oration, and a poem 
by Miss Ina D. Coolbrith was read. In the 
evening there were memorial exercises at 
the Congregational Church. 
AT RED BLUFF. 
Decoration Day was observed by a cele­ 
bration, the firemen, veterans and citi­ 
zens participating. The departed heroes 
were remembered by floral tributes at the 
cemetery, where the exercises took place. 
Colonel A. F. Jones, ol Oroville, delivered 
the oration. 
AT DIXON. 
Memorial Day was observed here, and 
the exercises were witnessed by a large 
crowd of people. Graves of our dead sol­ 
diers were strewn with flowers in the after­ 
noon, and a fine programme was rendered 
at the Opera House in the evening. The 
great feature of the occasion was the elo­ 
quent oration by George W. Ficks, of Sac­ 
ramento, which was greeted with 3torms of 
applause. 
AT IONE CITY. 
The day was appropriately observed here 
by the decorating of the graves of our dead 
soldiers by the G. A. R„ assisted by the 
citizens. Addresses of tribute to the "dead, 
accompanied by music, formed the princi­ 
pal features of the occasion.- 
AT SANTA ANA. 
Memorial Day was strictly observed. 
Stores were closed and business of all kinds 
suspendeti. The soldiers’ graves were dec­ 
orated in the forenoon. An address to the 
comrades was delivered at Spurgeon's Hall 
this afternoon by Professor Manley. 
AT NAPA. 
Memorial Day was appropriately ob­ 
served at this place by Kit Carson Post, G. 
A. It. Business places were ail closed. 
The Napa Guards, the new military com­ 
pany, assisted in the decoration service at 
the cemetery. In the procession was a 
veteran horse which passed through the 
war in the Thirteenth Illinois Cavalry. 
Rev. John Coyle delivered the address at 
the Opera House this evening. 
AT HOLLISTER. 
Memorial Day was appropriately ob­ 
served here under theauspices of the Grand 
Army men. Flags were displayed at haif- 
mastand all places of business were closed. 
AT GILROY. 
Decoration Day was generally observed. 
The bank, Postofiice and public offices 
closed. The members of the G. A. R., es­ 
corted by prominent citizens, with car­ 
riages laden with a profusion of choice 
flowers, decorated the graves of the Union 
and Confederate dead. The weather is 
beautiful. 
AT MARTINEZ. 
Decoration Day is being generally ob­ 
served here. Appropriate services, under 
the auspices of the Grand Army Post, are 
bping hela at the cemetery. Wagon loads 
of beautiful flowers have been taken to the 
grounds. 
AT SAN LUIS OBISPO. 
Memorial Day was observed here with 
proper ceremonies and a large assemblage 
under the auspices of Fred Steele Post as­ 
sisted by the Posts from Arroyo Grande 
and Santa Maria, the Women’s Relief 
Corps and the Mexican Veterans. An ad­ 
dress and decoration at the cemetery and 
an oration at the Pavilion this evening. 
MARYSVILLE. 
_ Memorial Day was observed here by Cor­ 
inth Post, G. A. R., with appropriate serv­ 
ices at their hall and at the cemetery. A 
large number of persons also decorated the 
graves of relatives. Public offices and 
banks were closed. 


Memorial services were held here by the 
local G. A. R. The procession was com­ 
posed of a band, the two fire companies, 
and the G. A. R. Post. Citizens and school 
children went to the cemetery and decor­ 
ated the graves and performed the usual 
services. The concluding exercises will 
take place in the hall this evening. 
REDDING. 
Decoration Day was duly observed here 
by Winslow G. A. K. Post, the Women's 
Relief Corps and citizens generally with a 
drum carps, by marching to the cemetery 
in the forenoon and decorating the soldiers' 
graves.

T he F ight B etw een C orbett and Choynokl 
Still U ndecided. 
San R afael, May 30th.—The mnch- 
talked-of fight between Corbeit and Choyn- 
ski took place this morning. It was gener­ 
ally understood that only ten men on each 
side would be invited," nevertheless the 
Sausalito contingent began to arrive about 
9 o’clock, and was of such enormous pro­ 
portions that the natives thought the city of 
San Francisco had come to Marin county 
to do honor to its departed heroes. 
Corbett arose early this morning, took a 
short spin and was rubbed down about 8 
o’clock. He and his trainer started for the 
scene of the battle, followed by their 
chosen ten. They arrived at the grounds 
about 10 o’clock, Choynski arriving shortly 
after. Promptly at 10:27 o’clock Corbett 
stepped into the ring. He work pink tights 
with a green scarf, with red, white and 
biue. He was shortly followed by Choyn­ 
ski, who wore black tights and a scarf. 
Thej’ were both in the pink of condition, 
and when time was called they stepped 
briskly to the center. Corbett offered to 
bet $500, but his wager was not accepted. 
Time was called for the first round. 
After considerable sparring Corbett lead, 
Choynski neatly countered, and leading for 
Corbett’s neck. It was stopped, and Choyn­ 
ski got a wind-breaker in return. Corbi’t 
feinted, and got right ar.d left in the jaw. 
In the second round Choynski tried to 
rush things. Corbett was smiiing and held 
his own. After several sharp encounters 
they clinched,-aud were separated with 
considerable trouble. 
In the third round Choynski appeared 
very groggy. He was inclined to clinch. 
Corbett hit him several hot ones in the jaw 
and neck, throwing him agaiD St the ropes. 
Corbett appeared very confident, while his 
opponent appeared dazed. 
The round 
ended with a lively encounter. 
In the fourth round Corbett, lead for 
Choynski’s wind, but missed. This round 
was a repetition of the preceding cue, Cor­ 
bett seeming to have the best of it. The 
fifth round was a repetition of the others, 
there being no work done on either side. 
During this round the Sheriff was seen 
coming toward the scene of action, and 
pandemonium prevailed for a few minutes. 
The referee quieted the fears of the assem­ 
blage, and ordered the principals to quit. 
It is very likely that the fight will be fin­ 
ished this afternoon. Corbett is the favorite. 
CHOYNSKI ANXIOUS TO FIGHT. 
Sausalito, May 30ih.— Choynski re­ 
turned here about 3 p. m. looking none the 
worse for his four-round mill with Corbett, 
and says it is not through yet, as he ex­ 
pects to meet Corbett again, probably with­ 
in the next forty-eight hours, if they can 
escape the keen eye of Sheriff Healy, who 
says the fight will not take place in this 
county if he can prevent It. Choynski is 
confident of defeating his man. The four 
rounds fought were very tame and caused 
very little excitement. The betting was in 
favor of Corbett when the fighting ceased. 
O ra ste County. 
Santa A na, May 30th.—The anti-divis­ 
ion meeting at Orange last night was ad­ 
dressed by Luckel and Carpenter.

THE SAMOAN 
COMMISSIONERS 
AGREE UPON A TRUATV. 


Germany Withdraws Her Demands 
for Excessive Indemnity—P a r ­ 
n e ll Investigation.

B E R LIN CO N FEREN CE. 
A m erica W in* all M aterial ro in ts In the 
Sam oan M atter. 
B e r l in . May 30;h.—At the meeting of 
the Samoan Commissioners vestcrdav the 
work of the Conference was finished. 
Nearly every point advanced by the Amer­ 
ican Commissioners was couceded. 
A 
status quo was established and ten dovs 
allowed for the ratification of the treatv by 
all the contracting powers. 
THE TREATY. 
The treaty was read in engrossed form 
and was concurred in article by article. 
The municipal Government of Apia was 
settled by the sub committee and accepted 
by the plenary conference as contended for 
by the American Commissioners. The 
Government of Samoa is to be exclusively 
native. None of the treaty powers will 
have a voice in the local Government of 
Apia. The leading clause in the treaty in­ 
sures absolute autonomy to the Samoan 
Islands, guaranteeing native influence in 
every governmental body and restricting 
the treaty powers from representation upon 
the Samoau Council. 
THE ADVISORY COUNCIL. 
The treaty provides for an advisory coun­ 
cil to consult with the native King when­ 
ever necessary. In view of the large com­ 
mercial interests of the United States and 
of Germany, each country is allowed a full- 
fledged member. England’s representative 
will act only iu the character of arbiter 
when the German and American Ministers 
fail to agree. 
A Land Commission is provided, whose 
business it shall be to examine the titles of 
Samoan real estate, settle disputed claims 
of foreigners in Samoa, and generally set 
at rest questions of ownership to the laud 
between foreigners and natives. 
THE CONSTITUTION. 
A Constitution for the government cf the 
island is provided lor. The islands are to 
be governed by a native King and Vice­ 
King elected by the Samoans. These, to­ 
gether with the chiefs of Samoan families, 
will compose the Upper House of the na­ 
tive Legislature. The Lower House is to 
be made up of native Sanrr ans, chosen by 
the people en the basis of one represent­ 
ative to every 2,000 people. 
The treaty guarantees the restoration of 
the quo ante and the rehabilitation of 
Malietoa as King. The outline of a tariff 
schedule was also embraced in this treatv. 
The terms in general provide for changes 
after the expiration of certain periods. 
COALING STATIONS—INDEMNITY. 
The provisions of several treaties now in 
existence between the powers and Samoa 
as to coaling stations set apart upon the 
islands were re-enacic-d in the treaty. A 
separate station is allotted to each power. 
Each Government is at liberty to make 
there at its own pleasure al! contrivances 
or arrangements as may be useful for ships- 
of-war and their officers and crew. 
Each Government is also at liberty to 
hoist its flag on the ground where the sta­ 
tion building may be erected, but the sov­ 
ereignty of the Government of Samoa over 
the harbors is not to be abridged or preju­ 
diced thereby. 
The German representatives finally with­ 
held their demand for an extortionate in­ 
demnity. The treaty provides for the pav- 
ment of a nominal sum. 
The text goes by cable to the State De­ 
partment at Washington to-night, and will 
receive the signatures of the Unites States 
Commissioners, Phelps, Kasson and Bates, 
when notice of approval is received from 
Secretary Biaine. The final ceremony of 
signing the treaty by the representatives of 
all the contracting Governments is to occur 
within ten days. An English Commis­ 
sioner. who left for London to-night to 
submit the draft of the treaty to his Gov­ 
ernment, expressed himseif thoroughly 
satisfied. During the latter part of the dis­ 
cussion England's influence was thrown on 
the side of the United States.

A K ansas O rato r G ets H im self D isliked 
In A rkansas. 
S t . L o u is. May 30th.—A Republic's Fort 
Worth, Ark., special says: Quite a sensa­ 
tion was created here to-day by the re­ 
marks of Hon. Mr. Kelly, oí Kansas, whose 
speech at the Memorial services followed 
that of tbe orator of the day. He said in 
part the State of Arkansas is in disrepute. 
Comrades Benjamin and Clayton were 
assassinated in this Stale because they were 
loyal to the llag of their country. The 
eyes cf the entire country are upon Arkan­ 
sas. He said his State Legislature had 
passed a resolution denouncing Arkansas 
and calling upon the National Government 
to protect its people even if it had to put it 
under martial law, and then continued; 
“I am a Congressman, aud, comrades. I 
will see that you are protected if my influ­ 
ence and power can effect it, even if we 
have to resort to martial law.” 
The indignation and contempt of the 
citizens at this remarkable speech of Kelly 
culminated in a large but spontaneous 
meeting at the Court-house at 1 p. m. It 
was composed of both Republicans and 
Democrats, and resolutions were reported 
by a committee composed of two Republi­ 
cans and one Democrat, two of whom were 
Federal soldiers and members of the G. A. 
R. J. P. Grady, Republican and ex-Fed­ 
eral soldier and member of the G. A. It., 
was called to the chair, when tbe following 
resolution was unanimously adopted : 
Hesoltctl, That this meeting, composed of 
Democrats and Republicans, denounce the 
speech of Mr. Kelly as not only false hut upon 
such a sacred occasion, was rn a taste that 
could, it is to be hoped, emanate from no part 
of the civilized country except from the State 
whose Legislature made such a disgraceful 
show of itself in the resolution of which Kelly 
boasted so largely to-day.

Here to day a modest 
but subatanrial monument to the dead 
General of the Army was unveiled. To­ 
day every one of the’little headstones were 
decorated with (lowers and flags. 
No ceremonies were connected with the 
unveiling beyond a salute by the Third 
I nited States Artiiierv, wiiilc the marine 
bant! played a new dirge, composed for the 
occasion by Captain Sonsa, its leader. The 
monument is of granite, thirteen feet high 
and ten feet in width at the base. There is 
a bronze medallion of the famous cavalry 
man, with a United States flag for the 
background. It stands over the crave iust 
to the left of the house, and tbe view from 
its base is a grand one. Roses were scat­ 
tered all about the centra! floral piece, 
which was a saddle made of red, ytdiow 
and white flowers. 
An oration was pronounced by D. S. 
Alexander, the late Fifth Auditor of the 
Treasury, now United atatcs Attorney for 
the Northern District of New York. Gen­ 
eral Logan s tomb was handsomely deco­ 
rated. 


W A R TA LK . 
W ilt Jo n ath an anil J o h u n j B all Cnino 
to Blow *. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 30th.—The warlike 
dispatches from British Columbia with re­ 
gard to expected trouble between the 
United States and Great Britain over 
Behring Sea is generally discredited by the 
officers of the Navy Department. It is 
pointed out tiiat no officer of rank suf­ 
ficiently high to make him acquainted 
with the English Government’s purposes 
would under any circumstances be so fool­ 
ish as to talk m the manner stated in the 
dispatch from Victoria, B. C. 
A prominent naval officer to-day said 
the I nited States had no reason to appre­ 
hend any difficulty. Great Britain assur­ 
edly would not commit any overt act of 
violence in case her sealers were arrested 
without warning this Government of its in­ 
tentions. Warning that Great Britain would 
by force dispute the sovereignty of Behring 
Sea had never been communicated to the 
United States, and this alone showed ihe 
imj r babilityof the stoiy. it might be that 
the vesstls named were going to Behring 
Sea. thought that was by no means cer­ 
tain. ^ Their duties .there however, would 
probably consist in nothing more than 
keeping watch on the sitnatiun, to prevent 
tbeir citizens from being wantonly ill-used, 
and giving the sealers good advice. If our 
vessels attempted anything that was un­ 
warranted it might be that Britisli officers 
would feel called upon to interfere. The 
United States sent vessels to the Newfound­ 
land fisheries each year to look after 
American interests, and the British vessels 
probably had a similar mission in Alaskan 
waters. 
The 1 nited States naval force at present 
available in Behring Sea consists of the 
Bear, the Thetis and a revenue cutter. 
These vessels are of no use for actual war­ 
fare, and are simply policemen ol the sea. 
The Adams and Iroquois ere at Mare 
Island, and could be sen; to sea at short 
notice if circumstances demanded it.

Even if tires.» requirements were 
waived, under a stress of emergency, it 
would take some time to tit the Charleston 
out for service. 
As has been already st ited, however, the 
naval officers do not think the situation at 
all a’arming, or even threatening. The 
Behring Sea fisheries they are confident 
«ill not precipitate a conflict between the 
United ¡¿lates and Great Britain.

THE DAY OF SMALL THIHGS. 


The editor of the Cincinnati 
Volks- 
/reund is traveling on the Pacific coast, 
and in an editorial correspondence with 
Lis paper has a most serious complaint to 
make against the country. 
His grievances do not refer to the cli­ 
mate—the climate of the Pacific coast is 
superb ; they do not refer to the product­ 
iveness of the soil—he has never seen a 
more productive country ; they do not re­ 
fer to the hospitality of the people—the 
people of the Pacific coast arc most hos­ 
pitable and cordial to strangers; they do 
not refer to the comforts of traveling—the 
trains are clean, travel expeditious, safe 
and comfortable; they do not refer to the 
general prosperity of California and Ore­ 
gon—those States are accredited with a 
high degree of prosperity; they do not re­ 
fer to the civility of his fellow-travelers— 
the people whom he meets are civil, even 
urbane; they do not refer to the social 
conditions—the social conditions of the 
Pacific coast arc most admirable ; they do 
not refer to the opportunities for acquiring 
wealth—no part of the world, in the judg­ 
ment of this estimable editor, offers greater 
inducements to the rich, to the poor, to the 
middle class; but they do refer to another 
matter, and the indictment is most serious. 
We commend it to the attention of the 
State Hoard of Trade, to the Chamber of 
Commerce, to the State Board of Agricult­ 
ure, and especially do we commend it to the 
attention of Senator Stanford, as President 
of the Southern Pacific Company, A. N. 
Towne, as General Manager, and the ge­ 
nial Mr. Fillmore, as General Superintend­ 
ent. 
- 
This Cincinnati editor has discovered an 
abuse, and he demands that it shall be 
remedied. 
He says that one of the most 
monstrous and outrageous impositions prac­ 
ticed on travelers is the price of beer. 
W hile on the Northern Pacific the passen­ 
ger can purchase a bottle of beer on the 
buffet cars or in the dining-room cars for 
40 cents, he is charged 50 cents per bottle 
for the same beer on the Southern Pacific, 
and especially between Portland and San 
Francisco. 
Now it ought to be understood by the 
immigration agencies here, by the trans­ 
portation systems, by the public-spirited 
people of California, who are endeavoring 
to induce immigration here, that no coun­ 
try can hope to attract a desirable class 
cf immigrants where the price- of beer is 
ten cents per bottle more than; ¡11 a com­ 
peting territory. 
>\ ho would live in California, where 
the gentlemanly son of Africa holds out 
his hand for fifty cents for a bottle of beer, 
when within a thousand miles of the same 
country a like bottle may lie purchased 
for forty cents. 
It is true that the terri­ 
tory lying contiguous to the Northern Pa­ 
cific is cold in winter; in fact has a win­ 
ter, is afflicted with blizzards, is sparsely 
settled, and will remain so for ages to 
come. 
\\ hat of it, if there are seven 
months of winter, and the other live 
mouths of th i calendar are very late in 
he fall, if beer may l>c purchased for 
forty cents per bottle. 
W hat of the 
boasted climate of California, the product- 
.veness of the soil, the growth and ad­ 
vancement of its people, when beer is 
■ old for ten cents j>er liottle more than in 
another territory. 
The people of Cincinnati have already 
een informed of this difference in the 
cost of a common necessary of life. 
No 
more immigration need lie expected from 
Southern Ohio or Northern Kentucky 
until this great wrong is remedied.

THE SAMOA SETTLEMENT. 


rl ae news is that the Samoan difficulty 
has leen settled, 9 0 far as the Commission 
can settle it. It now remains for the three 
Governments to ratify the action of their 
representatives. 
America and England 
will not hesitate to do so—that Germanv 
will at once concur is a matter of doubt. 
Bismarck will certainly make a showing of 
resistance, if for nothing more than to 
salve national pride. 
The terms of the adjustment are simple 
and easily comprehended. So tar as Mr. 
Bayard originally conleuded for a mixed 
form of Government for Apia, and with 
native predominance, and for the complete 
autonomy of the islands, native government 
and no foreign dominanec,it issimple justice 
to him to say that his original policy lias 
been confirmed, and under Mr. Blaiue car­ 
ried out. 
But there the approval of the 
Bayard jiolicy ends. 
He submitted to a 
dissolution of the original Commission 
'wo years ago, sat with folded hands when 
Germany sought to depose Malietoa, and 
removed Consul Greenebauui, who inter­ 
posed the American flag as a temporary 
shield against that outrage. 
When tier- 
many turned its back upon the lawful 
King, and saluted and recognized the rebel 
Tatnessese, the United States, under the 
policy of Mr. Bayard, uttered no word of 
rebuke. 
When finally the Germans actu­ 
ally seized the King and dc|iorted him, 
our Government acquiesced, and through 
Mr. Bayard declared that it was no affair 
of ours. Consul Scwall, returning home, 
filled with righteous indignation for the 
humiliation cf his country, was repri 
inanded and removed for doing and advis­ 


ing precisely, and no more, than the Ber­ 
lin Commission has now decided is right 
and proper. 
This is the judgment: That Malietoa 
shall be returned, and that he shall be re­ 
seated as King-chief, that is, the chief of 
the chiefs. That an election shall be held 
and the kingship determined. That the 
absolute autonomy of the islands shall be 
guaranteed. That Apia shall be governed 
by a mixed council of native and Consular 
representation. That the Consular repre­ 
sentatives shall have the right to sit in the 
council or advisory board of the King, but 
in which the native element must pre­ 
dominate. That the claim of Germany 
for indemnity be denied. 
That the claim 
of Germany that America has been an­ 
tagonistic to her in the islands, and should 
be held in part responsible for the mishaps 
to German arms and interests in Samoa, 
lie denied. That a mixed Land Court 
shall be established to settle disputes as to 
titles. That the powers shall each have 
coaling stations in Samoa, and stand equal 
in commercial and other privileges. That 
the King, Vice-King and their Council of 
Chiefs shall constitute the Senate of the 
Samoan Legislature. 
Thus every claim made by Germany lias 
lieen overruled, and every claim preferred 
by the United States has been confessed 
and allowed. 
In this allowance the ac­ 
tions of our Consuls have, in fact, been ap­ 
proved, and it has been written so that all 
the world may read, that had the late Ad­ 
ministration taken the advice of our Con­ 
sular representatives, nearly all the diffi­ 
culty of the past *two years would have 
been avoided, and the loss of life aud treas­ 
ure that has fallen upon Samoans, Am eri­ 
cans and Germans alike, have been pre­ 
vented.

Messrs. B. U. Steinman and J. C. Pierson, 
of this city, who recently visited the chief 
cities of the Union to investigate the dif­ 
ferent electric light and motor systems in 
use, as also those of gas, have made an 
elaborate report to the Directors of the 
Capital Gas Company, covering the resuits 
of their extended inquiry. They visited 
Omaha, Chicago, Detroit, Cleveland, Pitts­ 
burg, Washington, New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Kansas City, Denver, Salt 
Lake and other places, and closely exam­ 
ined into the systems in vogue in each for 
lighting, fuel and motor purposes. 
The Capital Gas Company, owning both 
the gas and electric plants in this city, has 
been desirous of gaining all possible in­ 
formation on the subject of incandescent 
and arc lighting, and also of the feasibility 
of introducing storage-batteries for the dis­ 
tribution of incandescent lights. Messrs. 
Steinman and Pierson were also instructed 
to have an examination made of the differ­ 
ent patents for storage-batteries, or claims 
therefor. 
They employed an eminent 
patent attorney of Washington, Robert H. 
Read, who made a careful investigation of 
the matter and submitted a long report 
thereon, which accompanies the other re­ 
port to the Directors. As the result of his 
inquiry, Mr. Read concludes that the 
Brush Electric Company, of Cleveland, O., 
owns the leading patents relating to the 
Faure type of storage-battery. The com­ 
pany will, therefore, acting upon this opin­ 
ion, introduce that system in Sacramento. 
In all the cities visited by the gentlemen 
named they found the incandescent light 
more or less in use. In Pittsburg and Alle­ 
ghany City there are about 42,000 of incan­ 
descent and 800 arc lights, mostly furnished 
by the Brush system. The company uses 
gas for fuel, which costs about $20,000 per 
year. Coal-gas is sold there at $1 50 pier 
1,000 feet. 
Different companies furnish 
electric lights in many cities, the Thomp- 
son-IIouston Company being largely rep­ 
resented. 
Edison, the great electric genius, was 
visited at his laboratory iu Orange, N. J. 
He stated that the storege-battery system 
was a desirable aid to electric light distri­ 
bution in 3mall cities, but he was not pre­ 
pared to say that a desirable storage-battery 
system bad yet been constructed. 
Iu concluding their report Messrs. Stein­ 
man and Pierson say they find that tbe gas 
business of the couutry growing, and as 
the electric light business encroaches 011 it 
gas is being used more extensively for 
cooking, heating and manufacturing pur­ 
poses. The increase in the use of electric­ 
ity is causing people to use more light. 
Water-gas has largely displaced coal-gas in 
some cities, but it is a poor suostitute. Both 
arc and incandescent lighting are making 
rapid progress throughout the country, and 
the field of usefulness for each is well- 
defined—the former for streets and large 
interiors, and the latter for dwellings, 
hotels, theaters, churches, railroad trains, 
etc. The cost of producing incandescent 
lights is greater than that for the arc, thus 
far. Motor service has been found very 
profitable wherever introduced. 
The storage battery system has been 
found to be ail that is claimed for it in 
point of practicability. The Brush storage 
battery has been in use for three vears in 
the company’s factory and ip Brush’s 
private residence. 
In an interview with one of the Direc­ 
tors of the company yesterday a R ecobd- 
U nion reporter was informed ’that it is the 
intention of the company to shortly intro­ 
duce the storage-battery and incandescent 
system in this city at an early day. The 
great advantage of the incandescent light 
for dwellings and other buildings is that it 
causes no heat nor smoke, while giviDg ex­ 
cellent light.

The terrible war was over, 
And peace had descended like rain 
To cool with its drops of healing 
All the bnm ing passion and pain. 
Never a slave in our borders 
Lifted his fettered hand, 
Asking ol God the freedom 
Denied by his native land.

For free men now stood in their pride— 
Men who had fonght for the freedom 
That their country no longer denied. 
And softly the old flag lifted 
Its folds to the sweet May air, 
With its 6tripes all gleaming in glory, 
With its Etars all glittering fair. 
And Time had brought comfort to many, 
But some bruises will long remain, 
And when hearts have been stunned by their 
anguish

Time only make6 keener the pain. 
In a calm little Northern graveyard. 
Not far lrorn the Gettysburg fight, 
Side by side two young soldiers were sleeping, 
Through the long, dream less morningless 
night. 


“ He died for his flag,” said one gravestone,

And now that the warfare is over, 
Let each sleep here as brother and friend.

The patriotic citizens of Sacramento are 
to be congratulated on the perfect manner 
in which they observed Memorial Day. 
The custom of ornamenting with flowers 
the graves of the men who offered their 
lives in defense of their country and to 
maintain the Union of States is one that 
appeals to the noblest and tenderest senti­ 
ments of hnman nature. 
It is purely 
American, and is a custom that is destined 
to live as long as patriotism shall warm the 
human heart. 
In other conntries the peo­ 
ple have, virtually, no heroes whose deeds 
of valor and memories they may consist­ 
ently honor in this way. The men who 
fight their country's battles are not known as 
patriots and heroes whose lives are offered in 
defense of great or noble principles. They 
do not shed their blood for the benefit of 
liberty-loving peoples, but rather in obedi­ 
ence to the behests of monarchs whose aim 
it is rather to suppress all snch aspirations 
of their subjects.

f>le, high and low alike. The men who 
aid down their lives at Bunker Hill; who 
succumbed to the privations of Valley 
Forge; who faced the storms of lead at 
Chapultepec and M elinodel Ray in defense 
of their country’s honor; who met death 
upon the field of Gettysbtug or in the 
bloody battles of the Wilderness—all are 
remembered on these occasions for their 
sufferings aud their valor, as the mounds 
of beautiful flowers that to-day ornament 
and cheer the cemeteries of the country 
bear testimony. The custom of decorating 
the graves of soldiers has taken firm root 
in the hearts of the American people, and 
will grow with the coming years. 
Those who participated in yesterday's 
ceremonies in this city were favored with 
delightful weather. Although the sun was 
warm, a cool breeze came from the north­ 
west, adding greatly to the comfort of the 
marching veterans. In the residence por­ 
tion of the city people were early astir, and 
groups of ladies and children bent their 
way to the Grand Army headquarters, 
bearing baskets and bundles of freshly 
gathered flowers to be used at the ceme­ 
tery, and grizzled veterans who had borne 
the brunt of battle a quarter of a cen­ 
tury or more ago strolled about the 
streets awaiting the hour for the procession 
to start. 
The 
forenoon train 
from 
Stockton 
brought over the members of the Grand 
Army Post of Galt, who were received by 
delegations from the several Grand Armv 
organizations of the city and escorted to 
headquarter?. 
In the forenoon a comm ittee composed 
of members of the several Grand Army 
Posts and Women’s Relief Corpe visited 
the Catholic and New H elvetia Cemeteries 
and decorated the graves of the veterans 
buried there.

Then followed the city and county ofS 
cials in carriages, and citizens. 
The procession was the longest seen in 
this city on any Memorial Day, and pre­ 
sented a very imposing appearance. The 
march was down L to N inth, thence to K, 
' down K to Second, thence to J , up the lat 
ter thoroughfare to T enth, and thence out 
to the cemetery. Crowds of people viewed 
the procession from all points on the line 
of march. 
AT TH E CITY CEM ETERY. 
Arrived at the City Cemetery, the pro­ 
cession marched to the Grand Army plot 
and formed a hollow square surrounding 
the Logan m onum ent, the point selected 
for the ceremonies. The lines were formed 
by officers and members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic Posts. Sons of Veterans and 
the Drum Corps. 
Outside the lines were 
stationed Grand A rm y men, the W omen’s 
R elief Corps, the ladies of the Grand Arm y 


of the Republic, and citizens in general. A 
m ultitude of people assembled at the ceme­ 
tery to participate in the solemn cere­ 
monies and by their presence to attest their 
sym pathy with the plan of paying a proper 
respect to the mem ory of our silent heroes. 
The soldiers’ graves had been decorated 
in the forenoon by a committee appointed 
for that purpose. 
Commander J. W. Reeves of the Snm ner 
Post, first read the General Order relating 
to the observance of Memorial Day, after 
which the beautiful and imposing m em ­ 
orial service of the G. A. R. was rendered, 
interspersed with appropriate music by the 
band. The services were listened to bv the 
large assemblage with the closest atten­ 
tion, and at their close the crowd moved 
hither and thither to view the flower- 
decked resting places of the honored dead. 
Beautiful sight, which told of the gener­ 
ous heart of the people! W hat, though a 
quarter of a century had seed since some 
of those graves received the honored clay— 
the m ortal rem ains of m artyrs to a noble 
cause ? The burden of personal sorrow yet 
remained, albeit leavened with the glori­ 
fication of the soldier-hero who had lain 
down his life in onr country’s darkest 
hour that his nation m ight endure. Frae- 
rance of sweet flowers commingled with 
pieans of praise over the graves of our n a­ 
tion’s dead—w hat a lesson for the rising 
defender of our homes, the soldier of our 
country’s to-m orrow ! It told of honor 
and glory to the loyal heart, of highest 
meed ot praise for patriotic devotion, of 
everlasting fame for those who hold no 
sacrifice too great to lay at the altar of our 
nation's weal. 


EVENING EXERCISES. 
The memorial services held at the Clanie 
Opera House in the evening drew a large 
attendance. The stage was handsomely 
decorated with flowers and realistic prop­ 
erties of the tented field in the way of 
stacked arms, etc. 
After the opening overture by the or­ 
chestra a tablean, “ W eeping Columbia,” 
was presented, Columbia being represented 
by Miss Mabel Boyd. 
Following this 
beautiful scene came the invocation by 
Rev. A. C. Herrick aud the address of wel­ 
come by Comrade A. T. Needham. 
Next on the programme was a chorus, 
“Evening,” by the Fair Oaks Glee Club. 
The selection was an excellent one and the 
execution superb. 
The recitation, “ Memorial Day,” by 
Miss May Powers, of Woodland, was very 
effectively rendered, aud was greeted with 
hearty applause. 
Miss Esther Needham won applause by 
her singing a solo, “ Bright Star of Love,” 
with flute obligato, rendered in a faultless 
style by Chas. A. Nealp. In response to 
the enthusiastic demand of her auditors, 
Miss Needham sang “ The Star Spangled 
Banner ” as un encore. 
The recitation “ Mustered Out,” by Mau­ 
rice Hageman, was delivered in an excel­ 
lent manner. This was followed by a 
quartet. “ Best, Comrade, Rest.” by Messrs. 
Cohn, Kidder, Geushlea and Crocker. 
The tableau “ America Surrounded by 
the Sons of Veterans,” formed a very at­ 
tractive picture by Miss Mabel Boyd and 
fifteen of the Sons of Veterans. 
The oration by Rev. Comrade E. R. 
Dille, of Oakland, was full of patriotic elo­ 
quence, and interesting reminiscences of 
the war for the Union. The speaker’s 
words were intently followed by an au­ 
dience thoroughly in sympathy with the 
noble sentiments with which they abound­ 
ed. 
Mrs. Addie Carter’s song, “ The Vidette,” 
was a very fine feature of the programme, 
and was greatly enjoyed by the audience. 
Albert M. Hart's recitation, “The Ameri­ 
can Banner,” was rendered in spirited style. 
The thrilling lines were delivered with tell­ 
ing effect. At the conclusion of his recita­ 
tion Mr. Hart was recalled, and recited 
“ The Defenders.” 
Miss Maud E. Noyes sang “ My Country, 
I Prize Thee,” with artistic effect, her beau­ 
tiful voice charming the audience, who 
would not be satisfied with but one song 
from the gifted young lady, and as an en­ 
core she sang “ Love Comes Like a Sum­ 
mer Sigh.” 
After a chorus, “ Rest, Soldier, Rest,” by 
the* Fair Oaks Glee Club, the audience 
oined the vocalists of the evening in sing- 
D g that grand old song so dear to every 
loyal heart, “ America,” with which the 
excellent programme closed.

The m en appeared 
w ith their horses,judges, timers, etc., en­ 
tirely unannounced, and Mr. Gardner, the 
lessee of the track, requested them to post­ 
pone the race for one or two days, so that 
it m ight be advertised, as he felt certain 
there were hundreds of persons who would 
like to see the contest. 
The owners, however, would consent to 
no postponement and the race went on, 
witnessed only by those whose money was 
up and the habitues of the track.* The 
distance was one m ile and tbe tace was 
won by Welcome in 1:461. The owners of 
the horses lett for San Francisco by the 
afternoon train.

The double m am m oth circus and me­ 
nageries establishm ent of Sells Brothers &

Sacramento downed the Banner Island 
nine yesterday at Snowflake Park by a 
score of 11 to 9. After seven innings, and 
h alf the eighth, were played the game was 
called, as had been agreed npon, so as to 
perm it the clubs to em bark on the 11:20 
train for Stockton. 
F or the Sacramentos 
Veach pitched the first two innings, and 
how the visitors did jum p on him ! Base 
hits were driven in all directions, and in ­ 
side of two in n iD g s Stockton had scored 
eight runs. 
Baltz, an amateur of this city, who was 
playing on the bench as extra, took Veach's 
place in the box in the third inning, and 
the latter played in left field, Roberts giv­ 
ing way. The young pitcher made a most 
excellent impression as a twirler, and was 
quite an acquisition as a batter. He had 
evidently a good many admirers in the 
grand stand, who kept up a constant cheer­ 
ing at his good work. The Stocktons hit 
him safely only twice, and he had very 
good control of the ball. Roxburg’s catch­ 
ing could not have been improved npon, 
and his base stealing was a feature. 
The Sacramento infield played without 
an error, andO’Day and McSorley did some 
fine field work. 
The latter pulled down a 
high foul off third base after a long run. 
Newbert hit safely three times, one of the 
hits being a two-bagger. 
Veach was given a most cordial welcome 
by the spectators every time he came to 
the bat, and he re3pon*ded by driving out 
a single and afterward a two-bagger. On 
account of his having a sore leg, Krehmeyer 
ran the bases for him. 
Goodenough did not show up in batting 
as well as usual, wafting twice. He made 
a very good running catch in the field, 
however. 
Sylvester made a “yellow” error in the first 
inning by muffing a ball which came to him 
on the bounce. When hedid get it he made 
a poor throw in returning it to the dia­ 
mond and was given another error. It 
was evidently the intention of Sylvester to 
throw to Veach, but the latter ran from 
his position in tbe box over towards third 
base to back up McSorley, and the ball 
rolled out of the diamond under the play­ 
ers’ bench. Behan scored on the error. * 
The most of the batting by tbe Stocktons 
was in the first and second innings, when 
they piled up eight runs. Bases on balls, 
together with timely hitting, swelled their 
score in these two innings," and they got 
such a lead that at one time it looked du­ 
bious for Sacramento. 
Harper was somewhat wild and Fair- 
hurst did not catch his usual good game, 
having three passed bails to mar his record. 
The Stockton infield played fairly well, 
but Whitehead’s good work on third and 
at the bat. deserves special commendation. 
He once drove the ball over the right-field 
fence, brought in two men and himself 
scored a home run. 
Center-field is evidently not the position 
for Behan, as in the íast two games he 
played here he was decidedly off in judg­ 
ing fly balls. On yesterday Baltz hit a 
high one out to him, and on account of the 
fielder’s inability to judge it the latter 
made third base on the hit. 
Half of the eighth inning was played, 
with the Sacramentos at the bat, but the 
two runs scored did not connt as it was an 
unfinished inning. The game was called 
at 1 1 :2 0 a . m „ and a large number of those 
present boarded the Stockton train at the 
Park and went over to that city to witness 
the game there in the afternoon. 
Sheridan umpired the game and neither 
of the clubs found fault. In fact, he seems 
to be a most successful referee, and little
